"  J  'HE  t'ate  of  Charles-town  was  alfo  a 
^  matter  of  melancholy  contempla- 
li'»n  to  the  ferious  anJ  unprejudiced  of 
‘ill  parlies.  It  was  the  Hrft  fetticment 
niavle  in  the  colony,  and  was  conlidercd 
^  the  nn>ther  of  liofton,  that  town  ow- 
l’l^  its  hiith  and  nurture  to  emigrants 
Imin  the  former.  Charles-town  was 
large,  haiulfome,  and  well  built,  both  in 
helped  to  its  public  and  private  edifices; 
h  ev)ntained  about  400  houfes,  and  had 
tl*e  yreatelt  trade  of  any  port  in  the  pro- 
'iiiee  except  Bofton.  It  is  raid,that  the 
two  ports  cleared  out  a  thoufand  vcflels 
^nnuiilly  for  a  foreign  trade,  cxclufivc  of 
iiifiuite  number  of  coafters;  It  is 
i*'uv  hiiritd  in  its  ruins.  Such  is  the 
t-imination  of  human  labour,  indnftry^ 
‘‘•hI  w  iftlom ;  and  fuch  arc  tlic  fatal  fruits 
ui  civil  difienfions. 

I'hc  king's  troops  took  five  pieces  of* 
J  union  out  of  fix,  which  the  provincials 
J^nught  into  the  peninfula ;  and  they 
l‘’lt  about  30  wounded  behind  them.  No 
'>thcr  pritoners  were  taken.  Their  lofs, 
^^cordingto  an  account  publifticd  by  the 
I'ioHucmI  enngrefs,  was  comparativtiy 
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fmall,  amounting  to  about, 450,  killed; 
wounded,  •  milling,  and  prifoners.  On 
our  fide  they  arc  confident,  that  the 
llanghter  was  much  more  confidcrahic; 
but  of  this  we  had  no  particulars,  as  the 
account  faid,  that  the  provincials  buried 
a  great  numl>er  of  their  dead  during  the 
engagement.*  This  is  an  extraordinary 
circiimftance.  .  But  the  lofs  they  lament¬ 
ed  mod,  was  that  of  Dr  Warren,  who 
ading  as  a  major-general  commanded 
the  party  upon  this  occalion;  and  was 
killed,  fighting  bravely  at  their  head,  in 
a  little  redoubt  to  the  right  < ;f  the  lines. 
I'his  gentleman,  who  was  rendered  con- 
fpicuous  by  his  general  merits  abilities, 
and  eloquence,  had  been  ruie  of  the  de¬ 
legates  to  the  firft  general,  and  was  at 
this  time  prefident  of  the  provincial  con- 
grefs ;  but  <|uitting  the  peaceable  walk  of 
his  proteftion  as  a  phyfidaf^  and  break¬ 
ing  through  the  «;ndearing  ties  of  family 
falisfadlons,  he  (hewed  himfelf  equally 
c;ficulated  for  the  field  as  for,  public  hnfi- 
nrfs  or  private  fliidy;  and  (hed  hts  blood 
gallantly  in,  what  he  deemed,  the  fervice 
of  Ilia  country.  They  loft  fome 'other 
ofticers  of  name,  one  of  whom,  a  lieuCc*^ 
nant-colonel,  died  of  his  ikounds  ia  th< 

priloii  at  Bofton.  •  « 
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Botli  fide#  chimed  much  honour  from 
this  action.  The  rc^uiars,  from  having, 
il  was  faid,  beaten  tiircc  limes  their  own 
number  out  of  a  llrongly  foriitied  pod, 
and  under  various  other  difaJvautages. 
On  the  otiicr  fide,  they  reprefen  ted  the 
regulars  At  amounting  to  3000  men,  and 
r.iliug  their  own  number  only  at  1500 
and  pretended,  that  this  fmall  body  not 
only  withftood  their  attack,  and  re¬ 
peatedly  repullcd  them  with  great  lofs, 
iiolwithfiandiji^'r  the  powerful  artillery 
they  had  brought  with  them,  but  tliat 
t!'.ey  had  at  the  fame  time,  and  for  fcvc- 
lal  hours  before,  fullaincd  a  :noft  intole¬ 
rable  file  from  the  Ihips  of  w'ar,  floating 
batteries,  and  fixed  battery  at  Bofion, 
which  prevented  them  from  being  able 
fn  any  degree  to  fiuilh  their  w’oi!:s. 
What  their  exa<5t  number  was  cannot  be 
eafuy  known.  It  was  not  probably  fo 
large  .'is  it  was  made  in  rhe  Gazette  ac¬ 
count,  hi>r  fo  fmall  j*s  in  that  given  by 
the  Americans.  However,  the  provirt- 
ci.iU  were  by  no  ine^ns  difpiriWd  by  the 
event  of  this  cngai'cinent.  Tliey  had 
ihewn  a  great  degree  of  a^ivityand  fiiiil 
in  the  coufi ruction  of  their  w'orks,  aiul 

confiancy  ia  maintainuig  them  under 
many  dt  fad  vantages.  They  faid,  that 
though  they  hail  loft  a  poll,  they  had  a!- 
moll  lU  the  efie^s  t)f  the  moft  compleat 
vu‘t<  :  y,  a  .  they  inrircly  put  a  flop  to  the 
<'trei  c  opeiationf  of  a  la’ge  army  fent 
t('  fui;duethem;  and  which  they  conti- 
nutvl  to  blockade  iu  a  narriov  town. 
'I'hey  now  exiilteil,  that  ilieir  action'^  had 
thaia  uglily  i  feted  tliofc  af|  erlions 
i  had  b  vn  Mirown  upon  tliem  in 
r.npi'ind,  s>:  ^  deficiency  in  Iphit  and  re- 
f<  'h’.tiiHi.

Tifions,  and  all  thofc  refrefliroent*  of 
which  they  ftood  in  the  greateft  need, 
and  which  the  neighbouring  countries 
atforded  in  the  greateft  plenty.  Thug 
tluir  wants  were  continual  and  aggra¬ 
vating  remembrancers  of  the  circum- 
ftar.ccs  of  their  iitiiation.  Bad  and  fait 
pruvifuMis,  with  confinement  and  the 
heat  of  the  climate,  naturally  filled  the 
liofpitals  ;  and  the  number  of  fick  and 
w  ounded  w  as  now  faid  to  amount  to 
1 600.  Under  thefe  circumftauces  it  was 
rather  w  onderful  that  the  number  was 
not  grcMtcr.  But  few  in  comparifoti 
died. 

The  provincials,  after  the  a^ion  at 
Bnnkei^s  Hill,  immediately  threw^  up 
works  upon  another  hill  oppofite  to  it  on 
their  lidc  of  Charlcs-town  Neck;  fo 
that  the  troops  were  as  clofcly  invefted 
in  that  pcninfula  as  they  had  been  in 
Bolton.  They  were  aifo  indefatigable  iu 
fecuring  the  molt  expofed  polls  of  their 
lines  with  ftrong  redoubts  covered  with 
artillery,  and  advanced  their  works  dofe 
to  the  fortificativ)n8  on  Boflon  Neck; 
where,  with  equ.il  boldnefs  and  addrefg, 
they  burnt  an  advanced  guard- houfc  be¬ 
longing  to  our  people.  As  the  latter 
V  ere  abundantly  furnifned  with  all  man¬ 
ner  of  military  ftorcs  and  artillery,  they 
w'erc  not  fparing  in  throwing  fbells,  and 
fupporting  a  great  cannonade  upon  the 
works  of  the  provincials,  which  had  lit* 
tic  oilier  efieCt  than  to  inure  them  t*> 
that  fort  of  fervice,  and  to  wear  off  the 
dread  of  thofe  norfy  rntflengers  of  fate. 
On  the  otl'.er  fide,  they  feem  to  have 
been  cautious  in  expending  their  pow¬ 
der. 

A  regiment  of  light  cavalry  which  ar¬ 
rived  at  Bofton  from  Ireland,  and  which 
weic  never  able  to  fet  foot  beyond  that 
garrifon,  ferved  only  to  create  new 
wants,  and  to  increafe  the  incomtno^* 
ties  of  the  people,  as  well  as  of  the  ar¬ 
my.  The  hay  which  grew  upon 
lands  in  the  bay  became  now  an  objcw 
of  necefifary  attention,  as  well  as 
theep  and  cattle  which  they  contained; 
but  the  provincials  liaviiig  procured  a 
number  of  whaiing-l>oatb,  and 
m  illeis  of  the  Ihore  and  inlets  of  the 
Ixiy,  Wire,  no«  withUaiidiiig  the  vigilance 
ijiul  number  of  the  fbips  of  war  and  arm¬ 
ed  vcfl'cls,  tiK)  fuccefslu!  in  burning*  de¬ 
ft  rcyiiig,  or  c.irrying  away,  thofe 
ti.il  ai  rides  of  fupply.  7'hcfc  enter- 
pi  i/.es  brought  on  feveral  ikirnniftics,and 
riitw  grew  at  length  lb  daring,  that  tbtf

nuring  thefe  tranf, nations  a  kind  of 
predatory  war  commenced,  and  had  firce 
tontiiiued,  between  the  fhips  of  war, 
i:id  the  inhabitants  on  di.“cient  parts  of 
‘hecoaft'^.  The  former,  being  refufed 
nhc  I'lipplies  of  provifions  and  neeelTaries 
uliich  tliey  wanted  for  themfelves  or  the 
army,  endeavoured  to  obtain  them  by 
lorcc,  and  in  thefe  attempts  were  fre¬ 
quently  oppofed,  and  fometimes  rcpul- 
ftd  \Mth  lofs  by  the  country  people. 
The  fei/ing  c»f  Ihips  in  conformity  to  the 
i '  u  1  uv*,  or  to  the  commands  of  the  ad- 
m  r;i1,  was  alfo  a  continual  fource  of  ani- 
nr  fifv  and  violence,  the  proprietors  na-

,  Thefe  contells  ^cw  the  ven- 
y'  i!  ce  of  tne  men  oi  war  upon  f.-veral  of 
tlic  Iniall  tov.'ns  upon  the  fea  coafts, 
i'lTTie  of  which  unde:  went  a  fcvcrc  chaf- 
hkmi'nt. 

'flu*  peruieions  confcqiiences  of  the 
btr  with  refpe<fl  to  the  vn  y 

i  nrpok's  lor  whicli  it  was  framed,  were 
low  dil'playcd  in  a  degree,  which  its 
niolt  fTiiguine  opponents  conltl  fcareely 
hive  expecUd.  In  ft  cad  of  gaining  thic

V'jprr.enl  hy  that  law,  the  great  body  of

-Cl  k'tvU),  the  governor  of  that  province, 
li.id  placed  much  confidence  in  tlie 
ni'ingof  a  confulerable  army  of  C  ina- 
and  being  enabled  to  m.arch  .at 
head  to  the  relief  of  gen.

it  was  totally  iaconfiftent  with  their  ftatc 
and  condition,  to  inleifcrc,  or  In  any  de¬ 
gree  to  render  themfelves  parties,  in  the 
contefts  that  might  arife  between  that 
government  and  its  antient  fnbje<Ss.  It 
was  in  vain  that  the  governor  iflTued  a 
proclamation  for  aflembling  the  militia, 
and  for  the  execution  of  martial  law ; 
they  faid  they  would  defend  the  province 
if  it  was  attacked;  but  they  abfolutcly 
refufed  to  march  out  of  it,  or  to  com¬ 
mence  hoflilitics  with  their  ncighbouit. 
The  governor,  as  the  lad  refort,  applied 
to  the  bithop  of  Quebec,  to  ufe  his  fpi- 
ritual  influence  and  authority  with  the 
people  towards  difpofing  them  to  the  a- 
doption  of  this  favourite  mcafurc  (  and 
particularly'that  he  would  ilfue  an  Epi^ 
copal  mandate  for  that  purpofe,  to  be 
read  by  the  parifli  priefls  in  the  tinae  of 
divine  fcrvicc^  but  the  hifhop  excufed 
himfelf  from  a  compliance  with  this  pro- 
pofition,  by  reprefenting,  that  an  Epifeo- 
pal  mandate  on  fuch  a  fubjed  would 
contrary  to  the  canons  of  the  Roman 
Catlrolic  church.  The  ecclefiafiics,  iYi 
place  of  this,  ilfucd  other  letter.*, 
w^hich  were  however  pretty  generally 
difregarded.  The  nobleffc  alone,  who 
were  chicHy  confidcred  in  the  Quebec 
ad,  fhewed  a  zeal  again  ft  the  Englifti 
coloniHs;  But  feparated  as  they  were 
from  the  great  body  of  ibe  people, 
they  exhibited  no’  focmltUble  dcgitc  of 
ftrength. 

Other  endcavonrs  which  were  ufed  fo 
involve  the  colonies  in  tioineftic  troubles 
pi\oed  equally  abortive.  Confdcrablc 
pains  were  taken,  by  the  means  of  feve- 
r.d  agents  who  had  iiiftn^’U''  on  them, to 
engage  thnfc  numcrou?  tribes  of  Indians 
tliat  A  retch  along  I  In?  backs  ctf  the  colo¬ 
nies,  to  cauic  a  divtrfion,  by  attacking 
them  in  thofe  weak  and  tender  parts. 
But  neither  picfentH,  nor  pcifnafions, 
were  capable  oC  producing  th'*  defrecl  et- 
fed.  Ircm  whjitevfr  cbmee  or  foiturie 
it  procecilcd,  t'lofr  favage  warriors,  who 
had  at  other  times  heen  fo  ready  to  take 
up  the  n^rtchet  without  fuppbrt  or  en¬ 
couragement,  now  turned  a  deaf  ear  to 
all  propofals  of  that  nature,  and  declared 
for  a  neutrality.  They  ufed  much  tlw 
fame  rrafons  for  this  cohdud  that  the 
Canadians  had  done ;  they  dhl  not  un- 
iliH-ftand  the  fubjed;  were  very  forty  for 
the  prefent  uiifoitunatr  itifputcf ;  but  it 
was  not  fit  nor  becoming  for  them  fo 
take  any  part  ha  quarrel*  between  Eng- 
lilhmcn,  for  all  of  whom,  on  h<illi  fide# 


of  the  water,  they  had  the  higheft  afftc- 
tion.  I'hih  was  an  oh'e(5t  of  too  much 
importance  to  be  overlooked  by  the  con- 
^Tcfs.  Tlicy  accordingly  cn^ployeil  pro¬ 
per  perfonb  to  cultivate  favourable  difpo- 
iilions  in  the  Indians;  and  by  degrees 
took  fucli  meafnres  as  obliged  the  agents 
for  governinent  to  provide  for  their  own 
fafety.  It  is  faid,  that  fomc  of  the  In¬ 
dians  made  propofils  to  take  tin  arms  on 
their  fide  ;  but  that  they  were  only  re¬ 
queued  to  obferve  a  flrid  neutrality. 

Cien.  Gage’s  late  proclamalitn  in- 
creafed  the  animofily,  indignation,  and 
rage,  whieh  were  already  fo  generally 
prevalent,  anti  brought  out  a  declaration 
from  the  general  congrefs  [July  6.]], 
which,  in  the  nature  oi  thofe  general  ap¬ 
peals  that  are  made  to  mankintl,  as  well 
as  to  Heaven,  in  a  declaration  of  war, 
fet  forth  the  caiifes  and  neceflity  of  their 
taking  lip  arms.  Among  the  long  lift  of 
thofe  fiippofcd  ennfes,  befides  the  late 
hoftilities,  they  ftnte  tlic  endeavours  iifed 
to  inftigate  the  Canadians  and  Indians  to 
•ittaek  them,  and  feverely  reproach  gen. 
C'.age  for,  what  they  call,  perfidy,  trncl- 
1y,  and  breach  of  faith,  in  breaking  the 
comlltions  which  he  had  entered  into 
willi  the  inhabitants  of  Uofton;  they  are 
iH)t  lefs  free  in  their  cenfnre  of  the  army, 
whom  they  charge  with  the  burning  of 
Charlcs-town  wantonly  and  uiinecef- 
farily. 

In  ftating  their  refourccs,  they  reckon 
upon  foreign  aftiriancc  as  undoiibtt«lly 
a» tamable,  if  nectflaiy.  They,  how¬ 
ever,  afterwards  fiy,  that,  left  this  tlc- 
elaration  ihoiild  difijuiet  the  miiid.s  of 
tl  eii  Iriends  aiul  fellow  fiibjc  c^ts  in  any 
]\iit  (  f  the  ciupife,  they  allnre  them, 
that  they  mean  not  to  diflblve  t Iiat  urion 
'vl^ieh  has  fo  long  and  happily  lubfifted 
Iv  twi  cn  them,  anti  whjeh  l!iey  fiiu  crely 
xMih  to  fee  reftored  ;  tliat  neceiiity  has 
lit)!  lb  \en  tbem  to  tliat  detpcTate 
ir.j^aluro,  or  irtlr.ced  them  to  cxeilc  any 
o’he*  na’iv'n  Tti  war  ag.tinft  them  ;  they 
bavi  not  laifed  armies  with  ambitii'us

I  l.i  iliclaiatinn  wa.>  •ollnwci’.  bv  an 
wd  ’uTc  to  the  inhabitar.ts  cf  CJreat  Bri¬ 


tain,  another  to  the  people  of  Irehnd« 
and  a  petition  to  the  king.  All  the(< 
writings  were  drawn  up  in  a  very  maf- 
terly  manner,  and  are,  in  rcfpe^l  to  art, 
addrefs,  and  execution,  equal  to  iny 
public  declarations  made  by  any  powers 
upon  the  gre.ileft  uccaftons. 

The  congrefs  had,  in  their  declaration, 
without  naming  it,  reprobated  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  lord  North’s  conciliatory  pro- 
pofttion,  whieh  they  call  an  inlklioui 
manoeuvre  ijopted  by  parliament.— 
I'hcy,  however,  afterwards  took  the  re- 
folution  more  formally  into  conhdera- 
lion.  It  had  been  communicated  tu 
them  by  dirc<5tion,  or  at  Wft  permiflioii, 
from  that  minifter,  in  the  hand-writing 
of  Sir  Grey  Cooper,  one  of  the  two 
principal  fecretaries  of  the  treafury.  In 
the  courfe  of  a  long  and  ar^mentative 
difciidion,  they  condemn  it  as  unreafon- 
able  and  infidious  ;  that  it  is  unreafon- 
ablc,  becaufe,  if  they  declare  they  will 
accede  to  it,  they  declare,  without  re- 
fervaiion,  that  they  will  purchafe  the  fa¬ 
vour  of  parliament,  not  knowing  at  the 
fame  time  at  what  price  they  will  pleafe 
to  eftimate  their  favour  ;  that  it  is  in&- 
dioiis,  becaufe  individual  colonies,  ha¬ 
ving  bid  and  bidden  again,  till  they  find 
tlie  avidity  of  the  feller  too  great  for  all 
their  pow  ers  to  fafisfy,  arc  then  torctuni 
into  oppofition,  divided  from  their  fiftcr 
colonics,  whom  the  minifter  will  hare 
previoufly  detached  by  a  grant  of  cafitr 
terms,  or  by  an  artful  p roc ra ft i nation  of 
a  definitive  anfw  tr.  I'hcy  conclude,  n- 
pon  the  wh(*le,  that  the  propofition  was 
held  up  to  the  wpi  Id,  to  deceive  it  into 
a  beliet  that  there  was  nothing  in  difpulc 
but  tbe  mode  of  levying  taxes ;  and  that 
parliament,  having  now  been  fo  good  as 
to  give  up  tliat,  the  colonies  muft  be  un* 
reafonable,  in  the  higheft  degree,  if  they 
were  not  perfedly  fatisfied.  ,  . 

T'hc  colony  of  Georgia  at  length  joip* 
ed  in  the  general  alliance.  A  provinoal 
congrefs  having  afl'cmbled  in  the  begin  * 
ring  of  the  monlli  of  July,  they  fpecduy 
agreed  to  all  the  refohitions  of  the  two 
general  congretTes  in  their  utmoft  eftfnt» 
atul  apuoinied  five  delegates  to 
the  pie  lent.  As  it  were  to  make  amend* 
for  th  *  delay,  they  at  once  entered  intoaa 
the  fpirit  of  the  relblutions  fcrrmcd  bytfc^ 
other  colonies,  and  adopted  fimilat  om"  * 
and  f’.cclared,  that,  though  their  provirc^ 
vi  as  rot  included  in  any  of  the 
acls  lately  palTcd  againft  Arocrici, 
confidercd  that  tirtuiuftancc  as^o  limf‘

Uii  a  petition,  under  the  title  of  an  ad- 
and  reprefentation  to  his  majefty  ; 
\^hKl),  however  threadbare  the  fubje<it 
hill  already  been  w  orn^wasnot  deficient 
!i)  a  certain  frclhnefs  of  colouring,  which 
!t  the  appearance  of  novelty.  From 
i!it^  acccihon  to  the  confederacy,  they 
hiiicilorwaid  aflumed  the  appellation  of 
thi  Thirietn  Unltfil  Colonies, 

In  the  tncan  time  the  general  congrefs, 
in  c(  mpliance  with  the  wilhes  of  the 
pt-Dple  in  general,  and  the  particular  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  New-England  provinces, 
anpointed  George  Wafliington,  Efq;  a 
pciiiicn.an  of  aflluent  fortune  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  who  had  acquired  confiderablc 
inlitaty  experience  in  the  command  of 
ilillcu  nt  bodies  of  the  provincials  during 
the  lath  war,  to  he  general  and  comman- 
tlfr  in  chief  of  all  the  American  forces. 
They  alfo  appointed  Artemus  Ward,  , 
Charles  Lee,  Philip  Schuyler,  and  Ifrael 
Ptitn.nn,  Ehjrs;  to  be  major-generals ; 
and  Horatio  (iates,  Efq;  adjutant-gene¬ 
ral.  Ot  thefe  general  officers,  Lee  and 
Gales  were  Englifli  gentlemen,  who  had 
ac  piircd  honour  in  the  laft  w'ar ;  and 
who  from  difguft  or  principle  now 
.V'’Pcd  the  Americans.  Ward  and  Put- 
n.ini  were  of  Mafiachufett’s  Bay,  and 
Schuyler  of  New- York.  The  congrefs 
a!k)  fixed  and  affigned  the  pay  of  both 
oflicci  s  and  foldiers  ;  the  latter  of  whom 
w  ere  much  better  provided  for  than  thofc 
upon  our  eftabliffiment. 

rhe  generals  W^affiington  and  Lee  ar- 
tivei!  at  the  camp  before  Bofton  in  the 
hecinning  of  July.  They  were  treated 
With  ilic  higheft  honours  in  everyplace 
through  which  they  pafled  ;  were  cfcor- 
ted  by  large  detachments  of  volnntiers,. 
comn()iVd  of  gentlemen,  in  the  different 
procinces ;  and  received  public  addreffes 
rn  the  provincial  congreffes  of  New- 
ariil  Maffachufett’s  Bay.  I'he  mi- 
iitaiy  ipirit  was  now  fohigh  and  fo  genc- 
that  war  and  its  preparations  occu¬ 
pied  the  hands  and  the  minds  of  all  or- 
dii  s  of  people  throughout  the  continent. 
-Vrions  of  fortune  and  family,  who  were 
*,  appointed  officers,  entered  chearful- 
"  ptivate  men,  and  ferved  with  ala- 
rrity  in  i)ie  ranks.  Even  many  of  the 
yoiiacer  Glnakeis  forgot  their  paffivc 
ipies  of  forbearance  and  non-re- 
f  !  trtce,  and,  taking  up  arms,  forme«! 
tlicmrelves  into  companies  at  Philadel¬ 


phia,  and  applied  with  the*  greatefl  la¬ 
bour  and  pffiduity  to  acquire  a  proficien¬ 
cy  in  military  cxercifes  and  difeipline. 
It  was  faid  (but  no  computation  of  that 
fort  can  be  afeertained),  that  nolefsthan 
200,000  men  were  in  arms  and  training 
throughout  the  continent. 

The  blockade  of  Boflon  w'as  continu¬ 
ed,  with  little  variety,  throughout  the 
year,  and  dur’ing  a  confiderable  part  of 
the  eiifuing.  1  he  troops,  as  well  as  the 
remaining*  inhabitants,  fufierdd  mucli 
from  fevers,  fluxes,  and  the  feurvy,  which 
were  brought  on  through  confinement, 
heat  of  weather,  and  batlncfs  of  provi- 
fions.  Other  matters  which  originated 
in  this  feafon,  particularly  the  proceed¬ 
ings  on  the  fide  of  Canada,  being  extend¬ 
ed  in  their  principal  conftqnences  into 
the  enfuing  year,  w  ill  with  more  proprie¬ 
ty  find  a  place  in  its  hi  (lory. 

Essay  on  Political  W^riters. 

Every  paper- W^arrlor,  who  bran- 
diflies  his  pen  in  party-quarrels,  is, 
by  the  courlefy  of  late  days,  (tiled  a  /o- 
Utical  writer^  thongh  very  few  ot*  the 
prefent  age  have  Ihewn  thcmfilvcs  ac¬ 
quainted  even  with  ihe  firfi  rudiments  of 
polity. 

The  political  writers  of  our  time  have 
taken  difl'erent  methods  of  difplaying 
their  refpe^tive  talents.  Some  have  ex¬ 
erted  their  pow’crs  in  oppofition  to 
others,  in  defence  of  the  miniflry:  But 
perhaps  it  may  not  be  too  hard  a  cen- 
fure  to  conclude,  that,  in  general,  they 
ultimately  agree  in  the  purfuits  of  pri¬ 
vate  advantage,  however  they  may  dif- 
agree  by  adopting  diffcient  means  of  ob¬ 
taining  the  partial  end. 

This  diGgreement  is  often  owing  to  a 
contrariety  in  their  dirpofitions.  Men 
of  a  daring,  turbulent  nature,  tfteem  it 
the  fiirefl  and  ftiortcft  way  to  /form  pre¬ 
ferment,  and  force  themfelves  into  places 
CM*  penfions,  by  .rude  attacks  on  the  ad- 
nfinifiration  :  Others,  of  a  more  timid 
and  cautious  turn,  Aie  in  the  form  of 
panegyrifis,  (ludioufly  exaggerating  mi- 
nifierial  virtues,  and  artfully  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  palliate  their  defers.  But  this 
diverfity  in  their  modes  of  writing  is  not 
always  the  efle^l  of  their  own  natural 
choice,  but  may  fomeiiroes  be  attiibu- 
ted  to  their  accidental  connedHons.  Jf 
they  chanire  to  l)e.  con  vet  fant  with  mcf 
of  anii-minifterial  principles,  they  may 
be  pcrfuackd  to  cfpeufc  that  pai*ty,  and 
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rmpJoy  their  pers  in  the  fervice  of  op- 
pontion,  contrary  to  their  natural  bent ; 
it,  on  the  contrary,  their  attathmenis 
are  chiefly  amon^  conrticre,  they  will 
comnT'Pce  ailvocatcs  in  the  (^ctence  of 
adminiftration,  and  nl'e  all  llieir  arts  to 
jnlVify  nieafiircs  which  their  talents  are 
bettrr  liiited  to  oppofe. 

It  is  tor  thofe  reafons  that  fo  little  of 
fyftem  can  be  difeovered  in  the  protlnc- 
tions  of  ‘hefe  time-ferving  politicians; 
for,  as  they  are  mofl  of  them  unac- 
<{uainted  with  politics  as  a  fcicnce,  con- 
fequcntly  they  do  not  write  from  any 
cflablilhcd  principles  cf  conviction  :  Bm, 
wherc-tver  there  is  an  appearance  of  a 
fettled  intention  conftanlly  to  oppofe 
the  minillvy  on  one  fide,  and  to  vindi¬ 
cate  them  on  the  other.  Inch  writers  are 
to  be  equally  fufpe^ted  And  difregariled  ; 
for  we  may  be  allured  that  they  are  not 
nftuatevl  by  tin*  impiilfc  of  their  own 
judgments,  hut  meanly  influenced  by  the 
paliions  and  prejudices  of  their  rcfpec- 
tivc  patronr. 

It  would,  however,  be  too  hardy  to 
afhrm,  that  all  men  are  to  be  included 
within  tlie  limits  of  thefe  diftintftiom!. 
Some,  no  dtuibt,  mav  have  been  nobly 
directed  by  the  generous  patriotifm  they 
have  profeiTcd  :  But,  without  regard  to 
their  profeflions,  they  ought  all  to  be 
read  with  ca’ation  and  diflrufl  ;  for  it  is 
as  diflicuU  to  judge  of  the  heart  of  a 
man  from  his  words,  as  it  is  to  guefs  at 
his  name  from  his  complexion. 

It  is  owing  to  the  nature  of  onr  con- 
(titulion,  that,  of  political  writers,  the 
«nnfl  numerous  and  bcfl  received  have 
Iwrn  fuch  as  have  figured  on  the  fide  of 
<>pp<»litii>n  ;  but,  as  our  government  in- 
cluies,  perhaps  too  much,  to  th.e  demo- 
eralic  form,  rude  attacks  upon  thofe  in 
power  never  fail  of  proving  agreeable  to 
I  lie  popular  mallgnily.  The  people  ge¬ 
nerally  bch.oid  their  fuperiors  with  envy, 
Hiul  look  upon  the  minitlers  in  particn- 
hr  a*?  ihtir  <leclared  enemies.  Writers, 
therefore,  even  of  mmlerate  abilltif/'i, 
will  find,  it  no  difficult  talk  to  pain  ad¬ 
mirers  arnnmj  tiie  common  tlafs  of  lea¬ 
ders,  by  a  h\>ld  application  of  ihtir  ta- 
Irnts  for  inventive  ;  for  ihry  are  fine  to 
meet  with  a  con fulei able  majority  pte- 
ponVfTed  in  their  favour,  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  whatever  they  advance,  and  prone 
lo  applaud  f'^iithuj  dnllnefs;  whcrei^i, 
they  who  write  on  the  tlefenfive  fule, 
l*eipg  obliged  to  r  nr. bat  ag.ainlt  popvl  ir 
prenidices,  their  Arguments  gain  little 


credit,  and  the  author  is  often  condemn- 
ed,  without  having  the  merit  of  his  wort 
examined.  So  fcnfiblc  arc  writers  who 
court  profit  more  than  reputation,  of  the 
advantage  arifing  from  an  afledationof 
popularity,  that  it  has  lately  become  a 
favourite  expreflion  among  them  to  in¬ 
vite  attention,  by  addrefling  themfehes 

to  the  PFOPLE. 

Jt  ip'ift  not,  however,  be  inferred  from 
thefe  refle(fliojis,  that  minifters  are  to  be 
held  as  facred  pei  fonages,  and  that  their 
conduct  is  exempt  from  popular  femtiny. 
On  the  contrary,  as  their  adminiftration 
ought  to  be  direded  for  the  public  good; 
and  as  every  man  may,  or  rather  mn#, 
receive  detriment  from  their  mifeondud, 
it  is  juft  that  every  one  ftioiild  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  accule  the  fuppofed  author  of  his 
wrongs.  Even  the  aifts  of  the  legiflative 
body  itfelf  (where  arbitrary  power  is 
and  muft  be  lodged)  are  not  free  from 
public  animadverfion  ;  for,  in  our  con- 
ftittition,  arbitrary  power  is  notrepofrd 
for  the  partial  intereft  of  a  monarct,  or 
of  an  ariftocracy,  hut  for  the  united  be¬ 
nefit  of  the  whole  community ;  ami 
therefore  it  is  reafonable  that  the  people 
fliould  have  the  privilege  of  canvafling 
fuch  adt?,  and  of  exprcflng  their  fenfeof 
injury,  whenever  they  find  thcmfelrcs 
aggrieved  by  the  legi nature. 

But,  whenever  we  exert  that  liberty, 
inherent  in  our  conftitution,  of  interfe¬ 
ring  with  government,  we  ought  to  ufc 
it  with  fuch  cautious  referve,  as  not  to 
intrench  on  the  bounds  of  decency,  or 
violate  the  rules  of  fubordination :  Our 
freedom  ought  not  to  degenerate  into 
lliat  iicentioiifnefs  which  recommemb 
many  of  the  writings  of  our  modem  po¬ 
liticians.  We  may  expofe  the  errors  of 
a  tninitier  with  a  becf>ming  fpirit;  bnt 
we  ibould  avoid  all  perfonal  indignitirt 
againft  the  mau.  It  is  illiberal  to  affufoc 
the  licence  of  fecretly  infulting  thofe  in 
power  with  that  rude  and  contomelioiH 
langingc  which  we  dare  not  ufc  to  our 
inferiors  but  at  the  hazard  of  oufpor- 
fon"*.  Such  unmanly  means  deftroy  thr 
end  which  every  fincere  p.atriot  propofe* 
from  oppofition,  and  rather  tend  to 
confirm  than  to  remove  abufes  ;  fn'» 
when  men  in  high  ftation  are  treA^” 
with  infolcncc  and  derifior,  howrTCTtrc 
p^iptdave  may  be  entertained,  the 
flitution  is  iniured.  The  people 
no  bounds,  anti  know  no  diftinftio^* 
From  bring  taught  to  contrail  a 
tempt  lor  the  perfutu  of  miniftc*^ 
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to  defpife  the  office  ;  and,  inftcad 
ot  dillikirp  bad  rulers,  tliey  gradually 
iKx'oihc  averfe  to  government  itlelf,  and 
irici'.iiWy  iiK-line  to  anarchy,  tjbai  tJ,  to 
illati*  of  confulioii. 

Au'^orical  Deferipuon  of  Poetry. 

TIllv  kingdom  of  Poetry  is  Urge  and 
well  peopled  :  it  borders  on  one  fide 
o:i  ill'll  of  Painting,  and  on  the  other  on 
iiut  of  Mufic.  It  is  divided  into  high 
and  loiv,  like  feveral  other  countries, 
h'i.'!'  Poetry  is  inhabited  by  a  kind  of 
pvc,  icorv)fe  people,  who  (peak  a  Ian* 
):ua^’e  which  is  to  the  other  provinces  as 
Wdili  to  the  Englifti.  The  fummits 
of  the  trees  here  Ihoot  into  the  clouds  : 
their  horfes  out  ft  rip  the  wind.  The 
men  are  generally  heroes  by  profeffion, 
and  vvill  iieinolifli  a  giant  armed  r/ar/^'A** 
fn.  As  for  the  women,  if  they  have 
cur  fo  liiile  beauty,  there  is  no  coti^pa- 
riion  between  them  and  the  fun.  The 
iiAtropolis  of  this  province  is  called 
It  i«  built  on  a  fandy  un- 
f’liiefiil  /oil,  which  few  take  pains  tO 
c.'tiv.iic.  Tlic  eity  is  very  extenfive. 
Tv'tn.ilvc  the  tour  of  it  requires  feveial 
I  ‘oj  tedious  march.  inhabitants 

I'rre,  and  indeed  gcneraHy  throtigh  the 
hiiigilom,  have  but  little  regard 
‘  ’  it  'iih,  .md  are  better  pleafed  with  fic- 
A  traveller  can  never  come  out  of 
l/c-l'ocm  without  meeting  battles, 
f'  libat  ',  and  mafl'acres ;  but  when  he

1  ici;  .cc  .  Tliis  has  occafioned  a  great 
•  -rn.  crofiis  for  frrer  inhabitants  to  build 
• '  lilt*  \ allies,  which  now- a- days  prove 
^  brft  fituation.  Thofe  who  live

antient  cities;  and  from  time  to  time 
fome  of  the  miterials  arc  brought  down 
to  build  and  adorn  new  towns,  moft  of 
which  are  not  according  to  the  rules  of 
Roman  or  Greek  archite^ure,  but  have 
much  of  the  Gothic  in  them.  The  iiw 
habitants  arc  of  a  blood -thinly  difpoft* 
tion ;  and  even  the  women  frequently 
teftify  their  cruelty. 

Pin4aric-Ode  is  a  town  fituated  oo  an 
eminence,  which  affords  a  very  bcantiltil 
profpei^t ;  and  irregularity,  in  others  a. 
fault,  adds  to  its  perfection.  The  inha* 
bitants  feem  to  live  with  all  manner  of 
licence.  Their  fpcech  appears  uneven 
and  carelefs  to  thofc  who  do  not  tbo* 
roughly  underftand  it,  though  thofc  that 
do  (who,  indeed,  arc  but  few)  find  it 
more  finooth  and  even  than  thofe 
tongues  that  have  more  of  mcafure,  and 
Icfs  of  liberty  in  them.  There  arc  many 
apes  and  parrots  about  the  town.  The 
firft,  ftrivine  to  imitate  the  portly  gate 
of  the  inhamtants,  ftrut  ridiculoufly  on 
tip-toe;  the  others  have  got  fome  of 
their  hard  words  by  heart,  and  though 
they  utter  them  at  random,  yet  ftrangers 
mtftake  their  voice  for  that  of  men. 

In  the  Came  province  is  a  fine,  gaudy 
irclianted  caftle,  called  Opera.  It  was  at 
firft  contrived  by  an  Italian  magician. 
From  Italy  it  went  to  France,  and  is  now. 
rcmo\*cd  to  another  place,  after  its  tedi¬ 
ous  travels,  like  the  hoiife  at  Lorett(». 
Some  conjurers  bring  there,  by  their  ait. 
the  fun,  moon,  and  itarsfrom  their  orbs. 
Heaven  and  hell,  land  and  fea,  and  all 
the  heathen  gods,  attend  their  motion, 
and  fing  and  dance  very  lovingly  toge¬ 
ther  ;  for  thofc  that  live  tlicrc  are  tver- 
lalting  lingers,  whether  in  joy  or  for  row  ; 
and  often,  like  fwans,  fing  beft  wlu* 
they  arc  dying.  It  has,  however,  l.itely 
nndergcuie  fome  reformation;  and  the 
inhabitants,  by  fpeaking  in  another  lan¬ 
guage,  liave  become  more  rational  and 
entertaining. 

Loza-Roetry  h  much  like  the  Lour 
Countries,  and  very  full  of  bogs  and 
marlhcb.  burlrfquc  is  its  capital,  which 
is  fituated  ill  a  very  muddy  morals. 
Prluccs  fpeak  there  like  men  of  the  low-* 
eft  clafs,  and  all  its  inhabitants  arc  t)orn 
buffoons.  jkVar  it  is  an  open  town,  cal¬ 
led  Farce  :  but  its  inhabitants  arc  In  ge¬ 
neral  moic  poliihed,  fcnliblc,  and  po¬ 
lite. 

Comedy  is  a  city  far  better  fituatedr 
and  is  very  pleafant  ii>  thofe  parts  that 
a^e  tli€  mod  dillant  fromr  Burlcfquc  and 
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Farce  ri»«"y  arc  t^icre  ver)'  pood  pain¬ 
ters,  and  the  town  is  full  ot  looking- 
glafl'cs,  whi'.h  au-  of  great  life  to  fiich 
Avhufe  dreiV,  •  r  a^ilioll^>  are  out  of  order. 
Thc\  I  'Vi  laugh  others  out  of  their 
folli‘ . ,  though  they  are  not  without  fotne 
thcin!;.l‘ts,  particularly  when  they  give 
too  pljafiug  images  of  vice  in  their  pic¬ 
tures  ;  and,  ilid  they  examine  well  their 
own  laces  in  the  mirrors,  tln.-y  would  of¬ 
ten  find  them  liniitty.  VV’a\ing  thefe 
errors,  which  have  of  late,  in  a  gieat 
mcafurr,  been  reformed,  they  arc  the 
bell  imjraH^ls  in  the  world.  I'lic  place 
is  divided  into  live  parts,  and  as  you 
proceed  Irom  one  to  another,  you  al¬ 
ways  have  mufic,  and  fometiines  a  dance. 
At  your  entrance  is  a  callle  called  Pro- 
wliich,  like  ceiitinels*at  the  gate, 
holds  y'ou  a  parley  before  you  arc  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  town. — They  are  ver\^ 
fevere  there  if  they  fufpeCt  you  to  be 
Critiijy  a  natiim  that  is  generally  at  war 
with  Ihxtry,  aiul  which  they  dread  mo^'e 
tiiaii  any  other  beings  upon  earth. 
tSonu times  they  .are  more  luimhle,  and 
intie.it  your  benevolence. — At  the  other 
extremity  of  the  town  is  another  fort 
called  Ef>ilo,rue,  There  they  are  gene- 
i.i’tly  iiuuc  ci\il,  and  fekloni  beg  more 
than  a  good  word. — 'I'here  is  a  town  ad- 
ioinidg  to  Cometly,  c.dled  Triv^’-Cvi/it'^y. 
Van  of  it  lieth  cm  a  imall  hill,  and  is 
mortly  inhabited  bv  perfons  of  the  hrlt 
lank,  thoiigli  nothing  tjear  fo  populous 
as  Comedy,  which  is  fo  fnl!  of  people  of 
.d!  lunnours,  torts  aiui  fi/es,  that  many 
t'roml  into  'rr.igi-Cotnedy ;  though  aii- 
tient  people  leldom  approve  of  the  emi¬ 
gration. 

Between  High  and  Low  Poetry  are 
the  cf  Good  'I'hey  are  of 

a  large  evtent.  There  is  no  town  nor 
<  ity  in  the  whole  country,  but  only  here 
and  there  a  tew  huts,  though  it  is  the 
bv'ft  .Hid  pleaiant  part  of  all  the 

hingd.'am,  and  cnjiiys  uhate^er  iieart  can 
V.  iih  :  but  itN  aveimes  are  to  nigged,  the 
nays  to  r.  s’ti  \v  and  iliihciilt,  and  it  is  lb 
hard  to  gv  l  guiilis  to  eondiuM  Ir.uellers, 
lliat  it  i''  not  worKhiful  f)  fe'.v  liave  the 
refolutior,  ot  ntning  this  amiable  ipot. 

ILiules,  it  borders  uptm  a  coiintrv 
where  mod  peiv'!*- ebipe  ’o  rtmain,  as  it 
Items  fo  pkMraat  and.  in\i:ing,  that  fcaice 
a'lv,  when  tiiey  are  here,  will  take  the 
oains  to  r-M's  into  the  Solitudes  of  GoihI 
Seii'e.  d'l  .is  is  callevi  the  province  of 
h\i'..'r  Id:uj.  Here  all  olijecls  linilc  ;  cve- 
»v  Iccms  inchaiiicd ;  every  ftep 


you  tread  is  upon  flowers,  even  to  the 
inconveiiiency  of.  not  being  able  todif. 
tinguilh  the.  right  path  for  them:  But 
there  is  ftill  a  great  difficulty;  for  the 
gj^ound  being  boggy,  aad  wanting  foli. 
dity,  it  hnks  almoft  every  where  under 
you,*  and  there  is  no  fure  footing.  Ri  j., 
is  its  capital  city  ;  the  inhabitants  are 
always  making  their  moan ;  but  they  doi 
it  fo  ftrangely,  that  it  inclines  travellers 
to  think  they  are  not  in  earneft.  The 
town  is  furrounded  with  woods,  rocks, 
brooks  and  caves,  where  they  always 
walk  folitarily,  and  make  them  the  con¬ 
fidants  of  their  amours,  and  are  yetfo 
afraid  of  being  overheard  or  betrayed, 
that  they  enjoin  thefe  confidants  perpe¬ 
tual  tiience. 

Near  th.is  province  He  two  fmall  ham- 
letfi,  which  are  contiguous,  called  hn 
and  ^libble.  The  inhabitants  confider 
it  as  meritorious  to  torture  words  to 
ilirfereut  and  oppofite  meanings;  and  the 
more  cruel  they  put  thefe  unhappy  Sf/- 
lablfs  to  the  rack,  the  more  ingenious 
and  meritorious  they  confider  the  exe¬ 
cution. 

Two  rivers  water  the  kingdom  of

bcfi>re  they  got  many  miles. 

Between  thefe  two  rivers  is  a  latic 
lake,  called  the  Lake  of  Reafon^  which]* 
but  feldom  vifited,  though  very  confp* 
cuous,  and  the  water  fine  and  whole* 
fome.

Nothing  was  fo  gene¬ 
rous  and  great  as  to  fupply  the  nectfii- 
ties  of  the  poor,  and  to  forgive  injuries; 
N4)thing  raifed  and  maintained  a  man’s 
reputation  fo  much  as  to  be  exa(511y  jull 
and  merciful ;  kind,  charilalde  and  com- 
palfior.atc.  Nothing  opened  the  powers 
of  a  man’s  foul  fo  much  as  a  calm  tem¬ 
per,  a  lerene  mind,  free  of  paflion  and 
difordcr.  Nothing  made  foehiie.",  fa¬ 
milies  and  neighbourhoods  fo  happy,  as 
when  thefe  rules  which  the  gofpel  pre- 
feribes  took  place,  of  doing  as  (ivi  ^lootdd 
han^e  others  do  to  usy  and  loving  our  neigh^ 
Lours  as  ourfthves, 

'The  Cbrillian  worfliip  was  alfo  plain 
and  Ample — fuitablc  to  r*>  pure  a  doc¬ 
trine.  The  ceremonies  of  it  vVere  Tew 
and  lignificant,  as  the  admilfioii  to  it  by 
a  wafliing  with  water,  and  the  memoiial 
of  our  Saviom'’s  death  in  bread  and  wine. 
The  motives  in  it  to  pn  finde  to  iliii 
purity  were  flrong  :  Tfiat  God  fees  us, 
and  will  judge  us  for  all  our  actions : 
that  we  lhall  be  for  ever  li.ippy  or  inifc- 
lable,  as  we  pa.^s  our  lives  here.  7'he 
example  of  our  Saviour’s  life,. and  llic 
great  expreflions  of  his  love  in  dying  tor 
us,  are  mighty  engagements  to  obey  and 
imitate  him.  The  plain  way  of  expref- 
fion,  ufed  by  our  Saviour  and  hi«  A- 
poflles,  ibews  there  was*  no  ariifiee 
where  there  was  fo  much  fimplieiiy  ufed. 
'J'firre  were  no  fecrets  kept,  only  among 
the  piiftU,  but  every  tiling  was  open  to 
all  Chriflians.  '1  he  rewards  of  iudinefs 
are  not  intirely  put  over  to  another  Itate, 
but  good  men  an;  fpecinlly  I  kfled  willt 
peace  in  their  confcienccs,  great  joy  in 
the  confidence  they  have  of  the  Jove  of 
God,  and  of  feeing  him  for  ever;  and 
often  a  fignal  conrfe  of  blcflings  follows 
tliem  in  their  whole  livt  s  :  but  if,  at  o- 
ther  times,  calamities  fell  upon  them, 
thefe  were  fo  much  initigatcti  by  the  pa¬ 
tience  they  wcR*  taught,  and  the  inward 
aflillances  with  which  they  were  fuiniflil 
ed,  that  ev  *ti  thofe  crofles  were  convert¬ 
ed  to  biclling*;. 

I  defired  he  wmild  lay  all  thefe  things 
together,  and  fee  what  he  could  except 
to  them;  to  make  him  think  this  was  a 
Contrivance.  Inteteft  appears  In  all  hu¬ 
man  contrivances:  Our  Saviour  phdnly 
had  none :  He  avoided  applaiifc,  and 
withdrew  himfelf  from  the  cRcrs  ot  a 
crown ;  He  fubiwltcd  fo  poverty  and 
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reproach,  an^l  much  contradiction  in  his 
litV,  aihi  to  a  moft  ii^nontinioiis  and  pain- 
till  death.  His  A.poltles  had  none  nci- 
IhcM  :  they  did  not  pretend  cither  to 
power  or  wealth,  but  delivered  a  doc¬ 
trine  tliat  rnnft  needs  condemn  them  if 
they  ever  made  fiich  nfe  of  it.  7'hey  de¬ 
clared  their  coininillion  fully,  witimut 
relerve  III!  other  times.  They  recorilei! 
tlieir  own  weaknefft.  Some  of  them 
\vf)rked  with  their  own  hands  ;  and, 
when  tl'.ey  received  the  charities  of  their 
converts,  it  was  not  fo  much  to  fnpply 
their  own  necefiities,  as  to  difiribute  to 
otiiers.  Thiy  knew  they  were  to  futfer 
inucli  f<)rgi>ing  their  ttllitnonies  to  w  hat 
they  had  let  n  and  lieard — in  w'hich  lo 
many,  in  a  tijiin:  fo  vifible  as  Clnift’s  re¬ 
fill nation  and  afccnfion,  and  the  e^iilion 
of  tlic  Holy  Gholl  which  he  had  .nomi’ 
fed,  could  not  be  deceived  ;  and  they 
gave  liicli  public  con Fiimalions  of  it  by 
the  wonders  they  ihtmfelves  w-rtnighl, 
that  great  r.inltitiides  wire  converted  to 
a  dovhrine  which,  befides  the  oppofition 
it  gave  to  luft  and  palhon,  was  borne 
down  ami  pei  re*\»tetl  for  thiec  hundred 
jears  ;  and  yet  its  force  was  fr.ch,  that 
It  no!  only  weal  ht  ret!  out  all  thole  lioiin';, 
but  even  grew  and  fpre.ul  valiiy  under 
them.  Pliny,  ahoul  tmeetcoie  years  af¬ 
ter,  found  Iheir  number  great,  and  iheir 
lives  innocent :  and  even  l.ucia::,  amidd 
.all  his  railltiy,  gives  a  higli  tellimony  to 
their  charity  and  conlcmp:  of  life,  and 
tiie  other  virtues  of  the  Chrilti.ms ; 
which  is  likewife  more  llian  once  d()nc 
by  malice  illi  If,  Julian  llie  Apoftatc. 

If  a  man  will  hy  all  this  in  one  ba¬ 
lance,  and  compare  with  it  the  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  brought  to  it,  he  will  foon  find 
how  ftrong  the  one,  and  how  flight  the 
other  .arc.  I'hcrcforc  it  was  an  iuipro- 
per  way  tj  begin  at  fome  cavils  about 
fornc  pafl'.iges  in  the  New  Tcltam^nt  or 
tlie  Old,  andfiom  thence  to  prcpollels 
one’s  mind  agaiud  the  whole.  'Pile  right 
method  h  id  been  tirft  ti»  conhder  the 
whole  matter,  and  from  fo  general  a 
view  to  delceiul  to  more  particular  in- 
(juirics  ;  whereas  they  luilercd  their 
minds  to  be  ti)rell.dleii  with  piejiuliee'*, 
fo  that  they  never  examined  the  matter 
impaiti.iliy. 

I'o  the  gua'ert  part  ('f  this  he  ft’cinid 
to  aflenl  ;  only  he  excepted  to  tlie  be¬ 
lief  »)f  mylleries  in  the  Cluillian  religion, 
which  lie  thought  no  man  could  do, 
fmec  it  is  i.ot  iu  a  nun’.,  power  to  be¬ 
lieve  Ui4i  wh.cli  lie  c.»ni40l  comprciivud, 


and  of  which  he  can  have  no  notion. 
The  believing  mynerici,  he  faid,  made 
way  for  all  the  'juggling  of  prieftg;  for 
they,  getting  the  people  under  them  in 
that  point,  fet  out  to  them  what  they 
plcafed;  and,  giving  it  a  hard  name, 
and  calling  it  a  myQery,  the  people  were 
tamed,  and  c.ifily  believed  it.  The  re- 
fliaining  a  man  from  the  ufc  of  women, 
except  one  in  the  way  of  marriage,  and 
denying  tlie  remedy  of  divorce,  He 
tliougiit  iinreafonaWe  impolitions  on  the 
freedom  of  mankind ;  and  the  bufinefs 
of  the  clergy,  and  their  maintenance, 
with  the  I'tluJf  of  fome  authority  and 
power  conveyed  in  their  orders,  looked, 
as  he  thonglit,  like  a  piece  of  contri¬ 
vance  ;  And  why,  faid  he,  muft  a  man 
tell  i»ie  1  cannot  be  faved,  unicfs  1  believe 
things  againll  my  reafou  ;  and  then  that 
1  iniill  pay  him  for  telling  me  of  them? 
T  hefe  were  all  the  exceptions  which  at 
any  time  1  henid  from  him  to  Chriftia- 
iiity.

AS  1  iifually  make  a  tour  in  Scotland 
once  a  year,  I  am,  during  that  time, 
often  amufed  with  your  Mifcellany,  from 
which  I  obtain  a  more  perfect  knowledge 
of  the  improvements  projected  or  carry¬ 
ing  on  iu  this  country,  and  of  the  tem¬ 
per  and  difpoiitions  of  the  inbabitanu, 
6c e.  than  1  could  w  ith  equal  facility  ob¬ 
tain  in  any  other  way.  As’I  am  now 
about  to  le.avc  Scotland  for  a  fcafon,  for 
whole  inhabitants  I  entertain  a  fiocerc 
regard,  and  in  whofe  general  profpcfitf 
1  am  warmly  interefted,  1  muft  now,  Sir# 
bid  farewell  alike  to  your  Milbellany, 
and  the  many  agreeable  readers  of  ft 
with  whom  J  have  often  converftd-*** 
Permit  me  then  to  throw  in  my  annual 
mite  into  your  treafury,  which  I  hopf 
will  be  accepted,  if  not  for  its  o^  ***' 
trinlic  merit,  at  lead  for  the  goodiift^* 
tion  with  which  it  is  offered. 

I  am  Itill,  Sir,  of  opinion  that  oocap»* 
la]  improvement  of  a  country  can  tvrr 
take  p^ace  till  the  roads  are  made 
and  the  commnnic..ition  between  diwf* 
rent  places  l>c  rendered  as  eafy  aildc^* 
modious  as  pofTible,  and  thervfort 
flow  a  more  than  ordinary  degree  of'»* 
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tePtion  to  thr.t  article.  In  fomf  part  of 
n.y  route  1  jotted  down  a  few  obferva- 
ti.iiis  i(I.’.tin.T  to  the  roads,  which,  by  the 
blip  of  MellVs  Skinner  and  Taylor’s 
r.Hul-hook,  1  hope  may  be  rendered  in- 
to  your  readers. — I  now  tran- 
Kr:b?  them  for  your  ferviee. 

It  appears  to  me,  that  thofe  who  have 
t'H'  c’n.u;,'e  t»r  conducing  the  roads  in 
Scot’aiui  are  not  in  general  fo  attentive 
to  the  r.irrying  them  it\  a  proper  dircc- 
♦ion  as  tltey  ought  to  be.  The  general 
ulri  Icnns  to  be  to  take  the  fhorteft  line 
from  one  place  to  another,  if  it  is  at  all 
I'ractiiMble  ;  aiul,  as  the  direct  line  from 
oiic  pla-’c  to  another  always  feems  to  be 
t!;i‘  llioiud,  they  feem  in  general  to  ad- 
hiir  to  tiiat  rule  with  too  fcrupuloiis  a 
il.^rroe  of  attention,  which,  I  imagine  is 
pi\)t!iii':tive  ot  many  difagreeable  confe- 
i;  ii"'  es  that  might  be  eafily  avoided. 

I’hc  enief  life  of  roads  is  to  admit  of 
'o.jiliiy  carriages  being  drawn  with  eafe 
V  one  part  of  the  country  to  another, 
'fhat  road»  therefore,  which  efre«its  tiiis 
j  Hi  ptou*  w-ith  the  greateft  facility,  is  the 
lii  pcrh.et.  Hence,  therefore,  the  /e- 
f/u//  if  .ivl,  and  not  the  neureji  is  the 
l>':b  If  A  road  is  level,  a  fingle  horfe 
i:  e.'  'liM'.v  a  eonfuierable  load  for  a  great 
ililhance  ;  hi/,  if  one  Ifeep  hill  comes  in 
tx  way,  two  or  more  horfes  are  requi- 
ml  to  drag  the  fiine  load  over  it ;  fo 
ih.it  t'  e  cxpencc  is  doubled  for  a  long 
>".'111  y  on  this  account.  It  is  therefore 
1  rr\:L!  tking  for  the  inhabitants  not  to 
•iv./idi  tluie  bars  to  improvement  where 
h  can  ;»onibly  be  avoided,  a'l  it  is  an  un- 
I'cccllary  wafte  of  the  public  flock  of 
in.'ich  great  er  amount  than  can  ealily  be 
cnrnpnted,  or  would  be  iinagined  by 
thole  who  liave  notrefle<fted  on  this  fub- 
/'t.  I'o  travel  a  few  miles  farther 
''  oil’d  be  an  inconvenience  that  would 
Itc  readily  fiibmitted  to  by  every  judici- 
n'.r,  perfon  to  avoid  this  greater  evil, 
but  thedivedt  line  between  two  places 
ii'>t  always  the  neareft.  In  a  level 
kOiintry  this  mud  always  be  the  cafe; 
in  one  that  is  interfperfed  with  little 
'1/  it  may  often  be  the  reverfe  ;  for, 
ouirfi  a  road  that  goes  d.ire^ly  for- 
'' "d  always  feems  to  be  (hotter  to  the 
'  "  thjM)  one  litat  bends  to  the  right 
1  um!  «)r  the  left,  yet  it  often  happens 
I'l  .♦  ft  w»>nj,|  1,4*  nearer  to  go  round  the 
•  ot  one  of  tiiefr  litile  hilU  than  over 
'  ”  of  it.  Of  this  any  perfon  may 
‘  l.Pib'fy  hirnfrlf  by  a  very  fimple  ex* 
P^'  inunt;  for,  if  he  Iball  take  a  fuiall 


wand,  and  bend  it  till  it  aflTumc  the  form 
of  a  little  hill  riling  perpendicularly  from 
the  earth,  this  will  reprefent  a  road  go¬ 
ing  diredlly  acrofs  a  hill  :  Let  him  then, 
without  unbending  it  in  the  lead,  lay  it 
flat  upon  the  ground,  and  he  will  fee 
that  the  curvature  is  not  greater  than 
the  bend  of  the  road  would  neetl  to  be 
that  fhould  lead  round  the  foot  of  many 
a  hill,  over  which  it  at  prefent  diredfly 
pafles  ;  But  if  it  (hoitld  in  fadf  be  a  great 
deal  farther,  it  is  fufficicntly  obvious, 
that  the  level  road  would  be  by  much 
the  mod  eligible.  Thefc  ideas  occurred 
to  me  on  the  road,  and  fuggeded  the 
following  remarks  in  travelling  between 
Stonehaven  and  this  place  by  Perth. 

The  fird  very  obvious  fault  that  occur¬ 
red  in  condudling  the  road  was  imme¬ 
diately  on  this  fide  the  bridge  of  the 
North-Elk.  Between  that  and  Brechin 
there  is  a  rifing  ground  that  drethces  pa¬ 
rallel  to  the  water,  gradually  rifing 
higher  and  higher  as  it  extends  wed- 
ward,  till  it  pafles  a  ftnall  fir-wood  at 
Stickathro  ;  after  which  it  quickly  finks 
to  a  level  with  the  country  all  round. 
Now,  iiidead  of  making  the  road  rim 
wcdw'ard  along  the  fo()t  of  the  hill,  in  a 
level  diredtion,  till  it  dies  away  before 
you  reach  a  fmall  riH  about  two  miles 
from  Hrechltty  it  is  made  to  go  dircdtly 
•acrofs  the  very  highed  point  of  the  hill, 
up  a  very  deep  at'ccnt  on  either  fide 
from  the  general  level  of  the  plain.  Nd- 
thing  can  appear  more  injudicious  than 
this  is,  as  it  is  certain  that  the  roid,  if 
kept  in  a  level  drredtion  along  the  foot 
of  the  hill  here,  would  be  really  nearer 
than  it  is  prefent. 

'i'he  fccond  impropriety  of  this  fort 
that  attracted  my  notice,  was  immediate¬ 
ly  after  pafTing  a  fmall  river  almut  four 
miles  on  this  fide  of  Brechin,  where  you 
afceiid  a  long  and  deep  acclivity  to  the 
top  of  a  hill,  which  mud  be  again  de- 
fccndcd,  and  another  acclivity  afeended, 
before  y<'ii  reach  the  high  done  of  Aber^ 
lemno  ;  after  which  yriii  defcciid  an  irre¬ 
gular  declivity  till  you  come  once  more 
to  the  general  level  of  the  country  near 
Forfar.  It  appeared  to  me  that  thefc 
hills  might  be  intirely  avoided  by  going 
diredlly  wedward  fiom  the  little  river 
along  the  (ki*  ts  of  the  hills,  keoping  them 
always  on  your  left  hand,  till  you  cofnc 
to  the  weft  end  (»f  that  clufter  of  little 
hills  which  (eeiii  to  terminate  aUiiJt  a 
mile  c.ift  of  Forfor,  As  I  did  not  go  oif 
the^high-way,  1  canuot  fpeak  ivlth  ctr- 
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lainty  of  t!ic  manner  in  vvliich  the  roa?l 
oii^hl  to  he  <:on(lu(5ted  here  ;  hut  1  am 
pretty  eeituin  it  miglit  be  conduitetl 
no.uiy  itj  a  level  tlirection  till  it  fell  in 
Avith  a  road  that  goes  oflT  to  the  north- 
\var(I,  about  a  gun-ihot  raft  ot  roi  far. 

I'lie  thirtl  impropriety  1  remarked 
was  between  I'orl'ar  and  Kei bet- water, 
wheic  tljc  toad  takes  a  bend  to  the  le<t 
I'aml,  feemingly  on  purpoie  to  go  over  a 
pretty  I'.eep  hiM,  which  inuh  be  again 
i!v  h  e i.deil  before  yon  reach  the  Ibidge- 
towii.  'Titere  can  be  no  dotibt  but  the 
roai!  here  wcidd  have  been  lealiy  lliotttr 
il  it  hail  been  carried  liglit  forward, 
Ikiiting  the  toot  of  th<*  hi'l,  in  a  level  di¬ 
rection.  Perhaps  the  liridge  ought  to 
liave  been  lower  down,  and  tlie  road  to 
have  been  altogether  farther  to  t!ic  nortlt 
than  at  prefent,  till  it  hail  palled  (Jlainmis 
kirk,  ke*  poig  iljat  l.irk  on  the  lefj  hand, 
Piid  the  iMltlc  of  (ilainn.is  on  the  right — 
It  would  have  been,  in  that  cafe,  iiiliie- 
ly  levv  1,  aiul  fiemingly  nearer  loo.

They  have  helped  fome  placet  a 
little,  by  deviating,  in  a  fmall  degree, 
from  the  old  road — but  they  have  not 
ventured  far  enough — In  a  few  years 
thefe  roads  will  require  to  be  made  anew 
iu  a  better  dlreifUon.  It  deferves,  how¬ 
ever,  to  be  fpeci.ally  notetl,  in  praife  of 
the  directors  of  that  ^*oad,  that  nothirg 
could  be  better  imagined,  or  more  judi- 
cioufiy  condiiited,  than  the  new-made 
ro.ad  round  the  hill  near  ^eensftrn^ 
which  correfponds  exa^ly  with  thole 
corredioiis  1  have  endeavoured  to  point 
out  above  ;  and  every  traveller,  w’hoffc- 
ijiu  nts  tlial  road,  muft  be  fully  fenfiMe 
ot  the  convenience  that  attends  that  al¬ 
teration. 

It  is  with  pleafure  I  likewife  find  it  in 
my  power  to  heflow  a  juft  approbation 
on  tiie  direiftors  of  the  road  near  Quecnf- 
ferry,  lor  an  exceeding  judicious  im¬ 
provement  they  have  made  on  the  manr 
iier  of  forming  tlie  roads,  which  I  have 
not  feen  praCtifed  in  any  other  place. 
I'he  new  roads  they  are  making  are  of 
great  bre.adth,  and  juft  enough  raifed  ** 
to  afford  an  eafy  f.ill  for  the  water  to¬ 
wards  the  ditches  on  each  fide,  but  not 
to  fteep  as  to  render  it  incommodious 
for  a  c.irri.ige  to  run  on  any  part  of  the 
road  between  the  ditches;  fo  that  they 
•arc  not  cbligcd  to  keep  one  track  as  for* 
nuriy,  which  infHilibiy  ploughed  the 
roads,  and  foon  made  them 
In  one  pait  of  the  road,  of  a  lufiicicPt 
'oreadih  for  a  carriage,  it  is  r.immcd  full 
of  ftene?  broke  to  pieces^  and  covered 
with  gravel,  upon  which  caniagcicom* 
nu.tiioufly  run  in  winter,  or  when  the 
roads  arc  deep  ;  tuit,  when  the  roadi  *rc 
firm,  they  can  i mi  with  much  greatv*’ 
e.itv‘  upon  the  foil  earthy  road  belid^b 
wl.iel)  uiey  will  naturally  prefer  on 
cnjcaficns.

live,  and  that  harmony  and  confidence 
which  ought  to  fublift  among  fubjedts  of 
the  fame  empire  interrupted,  nay,  1  am 
forry  to  fay,  almort  lotally  deftroyed. 

'A  late  publication*  particularly  led  me 
to  thefe  refitt^ions,  and  I  am  induced  to 
publilh  them  for  the  regard  I  bear  to 
Ireland.  I  was  there  not  long  ago,  and, 
in  the  conrfe  of  biilinefs,  bad  occafion  to 
travel  through  feveral  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  and,  I  murt  fay,  I  never  travelled 
any  where  in  my  life  with  more  pleafnre 
and  fatisfaiJtion.  Where-cver  I  w'ent,  I 
was  treated  \vith  a  degree  of  hofpitality 
and  refpetJf  equally  original  and  finccrc; 
and  though  almoil  a  llranger  among  the 
people,  they  vied  with  one  another  in 
Ihewing  me  civilities.  I  rtiall  not  attempt 
to  compare  them  with  either  the  Eng- 
lilb  or  the  Scots;  but,  in  jurticc  to  the 
people  of  Ireland,  1  murt  fay,  the  better 
fort  of  them  are  intelligent,  polite,  and 
affable.  T  hey  are  fpirited  and  brave. 
If  they  have  a  fault,  it  is  .an  over  jcaloufy 
of  their  honour.  I'iic  common  people 
are  indiiftrions  and  careful ;  and  though 
not  blefl'ed  in  fo  great  a  degree  with  the 
means  of  education  as  the  Englifti  and 
Scots,  they  feem  to  know  and  cultivate 
the  moral  virtues  as  much  as  either. 

The  book  hinted  at  has  been  treated 
by  the  learned  and  fenfiblc  part  of  the 
Irifli  with  th.at  mixture  of  pity  aod  con¬ 
tempt  it  deferved.  The  vulgar,  always 
lirtening  to  the  converfation  of  their  fu- 
periorF,  heard  of  the  publication,  and  it 
inccnfcil  them.  Six  months  ago,  per¬ 
haps,  they  would  have  handle<l  the  au¬ 
thor  a  little  roughly,  had  he  been  in  the 
country  ;  but  now  he  may  yifit  it  when 
he  pleafcs — with  fafety. 

MrTwiss  is  iiulebled  to  a  wa^l/h 
potter  for  calming  the  minds  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  He  was  funny  enough  to  put  the 
name  of  Twiss  upon  the  bottom  of  his 
p — fs-p—ts;  it  had  the  defired  effect; 
The  whole  ot  the  people  arc  pleafed ; 
and  they  think  themfelves  amply  reven¬ 
ged,  when  Nature  calls,  to  |i — fs  upon 
their  calumni.itor.  I  like  the  device 
royfclf,  and  will  lx*  gl  ad  how  foon  f  am 
maftcr  of  one  of  thefe  cnnvcniencies.

“  My  Lord, 

“  I  Have  the  fatisfa^ion  to  inform 
your  lordfiiip  of  his  maiclty^s  troops  be¬ 
ing  in  poUcffion  of  the  city  of  New- 
York. 

“  Upon  the  rebels  abandoning  their 
lines  at  Brooklyn,  tlie  .king’s  army  mo¬ 
ved  from  Bedford,  leaving  lieiit. -general 
1  killer  encamped  upon  the  heights  of 
Brooklyn  with  two  brigades  of  Hefllans, 
and  one  brigade  of  Britith  at  Bedford, 
and  took  five  politions  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Newtown,  Buihwyck,  Heii-gatc, 
and  Fladiiiig. 

“  'I'he  two  ifiands  of  Montrefor  and 
Biichannan  were  occupied,  and  baUti  ics 
ralfed  againfk  the  enemy’s  works  at  Ho¬ 
ren’s- liook,  commanding  the  pallage  at 
Hell -gate. 

“  On  the  15th  infimt,  In  the  morning, 
three  ihips  of  war  pafie<l  up  the  north 
river  as  far  as  Bloom ingdale,  to  draw  the 
enemy’s  attention  to  that  fide  ;  aiul  the 
Hr.'t  divlfiou  of  troops,  confiding  of  the 
light  infantry,  the  Britifli  referve,  the 
ildlian  grenadiers  and  chafictirs,  under 
the  command  of  licut.-gen.  CliiUini,  ha¬ 
ving  with  him  lievit.-gen.  earl  Cornwallis, 
major-g.  n.  Vaughan,  hrigadier-gen.  Lci- 
lie,  ami  col.  Douop,  cnibarked  at  tlie 
head  of  New-town  creek,  and  landed 
about  noon  upon  New-York  iHaml, 
three  miles  from  the  ttiwn,  at  a  place 
called  Kepp’s-bay,  tinder  the  fire  of  two 
forty  gun  Ihips  and  three  frigates,  as  per 
margin  *,  comtnodorc  Holham  having 
the  dirrdion  of  the  fliips  and  boats. 

“  The  relwls  had  troops  in  their 
works  round  Kepp’a-hay  ;  but  their  at^ 
tention  being  engaged  in  expedalion  of 
the  king’s  troops  l.iiultHg  at  Stuyvcl'.iitt’fi-

iiureirant,  the  enemy  could  not  remain 
in  their  works,  and  the  defeent  was 
made  without  the  lead  oppofition. 

“  The  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the 
navy  does  them  much  honour  ;  and  the 
behaviour  of  the  feamen  belonging  to 
the  Ihips  of  war  and  tranfporls,  employ¬ 
ed  to  row  the  boats,  was  highly  merito¬ 
rious.  Much  praife  in  particular  is  due 
to  the  mafttrs  and  men  of  fix  tranfports, 
that  paflVd  the  town,  on  the  evening  of 
the  14th,  under  a  heavy  fire,  being  vo- 
luntiers,  to  take  troops  on  board  for  the 
more  fpeedy  difembarkation  of  the  fe- 
cond  divifion.

an  eafy  prey  to  any  foreign  power  who 
flioirtd  attack  us.’  If,  therefore,  we  wan¬ 
ted  to  ward  olt'  the  impending  blow  that 
fv-emetl  to  threaten  us  with  deftrdition, 
we  would  rccal  our  fleets  and  armies,'cntcr 
into  an  alliance  with  America,  and  allow 
them  that  independence  which  we  had 
driven  them  to,  but  at  an  cxpence  far  be¬ 
yond  the  profits  we  could  gain  by  them.  * 

It  was  anfwered,  that  the  fuccefs  of* 
his  majefty’s  arms,  promifed  a  fpcedy 
and  effectual  reduition  to  American  re¬ 
bellion  :  that  the  dignity  of  the  nation^ 
the  honour  of  the  parliament,  and  the 
interefts  of  commerce,  now  called  for  a 
full  exertion  of  the  ftrength  of  the  na¬ 
tion.  When  foreign  powers  were  ar-  ■ 
ming,  it  was  abfolutely  necellary  to  put 
ourfelvcs  on  a  refpedablc  footing,  which^  ■ 
if  France  and  Spain  intended  a  blow, 
would  in  all  probability  prevent  their 
putting  it  in  execution,  when  they  fouiid 
we  were  as  well  prepared  as  them- 
felves;  and  no  friend  of  his  country 
would  grudge  the  ncceflary  and  una¬ 
voidable  expence  for  putting  us  in  a 
proper  ftate  of  defence.  That  if  we 
were  not  to  purfiie  the  'i’igordns  Heps 
pointed  out  in  his  majefly*s  fpeech,  the 
gentlemen  on  the  other  fide  of  the  houfe 
v/ould  have  been  the  full  to  Iravc  con¬ 
demned  adminiltration  for  their  pulilla- 
nimity.

“  We  efieded  our  landing  at  Near- 
Yoik,  under  cover  of  five'  men  of  war, 
without  loiing  .1  man.  The  rtbvl  forces 
retreated  to  King’s-bridge,  which  is  it 
the  other  end  of  the  ifland.  It  is  ama- 
zing  to  me  thrd  they  did  not  oppofc  hr, 
as  the  landing-place  (which  is  four  miles 
above  New- York)  was  difficult,  and 
they  had  intrenchments  throwiv  up  all 
along  the  lho:e.  Although  they  were 
employed  in  removing  their  ordnance 
fonic  days  before  we  landed,  they  lelt 
feveral  llores  and  guns.  Our  advanced 
p  >11  is  alxiul  eight  or  nine  miles  from 
New- York,  ami  fix  or  feven  from  King^- 
bridge,  where  the  main  body  of  the  re¬ 
bels  is,  Deferters  come  in  everyday; 
and  we  have  a  great  number  of  pri loners, 
the  principal  of  which  are  Stirling  and 
Sullivan.  Many  Americans  arc  ftill  in 
New  York,  Long-llland,  and  about  the 
army,  who  pretend  to  be  friends  of  go¬ 
vernment.  However,  a  fire  broke  out 
the  other  night  in  feveral  places,  which 
confumed  feme  of  tlie  principal  ftreetR. 
Many  of  the  inceudi.iries  have  been  ta¬ 
ken  up ;  and  matches,  powder,  and 
other  conibullibles,  found  in  ditterent 
places.  As  we  left  Bofton  without 
burning  it,  they  can  have  no  fxcufe  fit 
their  vill.iiuy  :  It  is  by  no  means  the 
ni' third  to  gain  frienils  to  their  caufe* 
but  rather  ferves  to  Ihow  the  rancour 
and  malice  of  their  hearts.

“  Our  town  is  a  fcenc  of  confulion 
and  dillrefs.  All  our  hopes  of  feftivityv 
ill  cuiifequencc  t»f  the  wilhcd-for  arrival 
of  our  Welt-India  Ihips,  arc  changed  to 
uproar,  &C.  for  prefs- warrants  came 
here  yefterday  from  London.  Our  Ih-ccts  *• 
were  immediately  iiifeftcd  with  prefs- 
gangs,  who  hauled  on  boaid  alinoft  eve¬ 
ry  creature  they  found  in  them.
